Frank D. James, the locomotive en­ 


gineer. who was badly scalded when

near Nevada. Mo., Monday forenoon, 
died of his injuries in a hospital at 
Nevada at 6:15 o’clock last evening, 
a few hours after the final summons 
came to Fireman James T. Wilder. 
Mrs. R. R. Highleyman, Jr., of 600 
West Fourth street, this city, whose 
husband is also a Katy engineer, was 
a passenger on the wrecked train. 
and returned home late last after­ 
noon. She sustained a sprained ankle 
and a general shaking up. but was 
able to render material aiJ to those 
more seriously injured. 
To the Democrat Mrs. Highleyman 
said last night that her first thought 
was of the engine crew, as her hus­ 
band is also employed in this hazard­ 
ous vocation. 
She said that both En­ 
gineer 
James 
and Fireman Wilder 
were severely scalded, and she w’as 
not surprised when advised ’hat En­ 
gineer James had died of his injuries. 
Mrs. Allen Dillard, wife of a Katy 
shopman of Sedalia, who had been 
visiting in Dodge City, Has., and her 
four children were in t lie chair car. 
They w’ere rescued without injury. 
“ My daughter, Bertha, crawled out 
of the window* first,” she said, “and 
I handed the baby to her. Then I put 
my little girl, Aline, through to her, 
and after my son, Virgil, had gotten 
out, I crawled out myself. 
Isn’t it 
wonderful that not a one of us was 
injured?” she said, as she cuddled 
aer eleven-months-old 
baby 
in 
her 
arms. 
The Nevada Post had the fellowing 
in regard to the wreck: 
“Frank .Inmes, the engineer, stayed 
with the engine as it rushed with 
terrific 
speed 
through 
the 
open 
switch and went down. 
The fireman, 
James T. Wilder, also stood at his 
post and Hid not live to tell his story. 
Both were caught in the tangled mass 
of wood and iron and were scalded by 
escaping steam. 
James managed to 
crawl out and Wilder was pulled from 
under 
the 
wrecked 
engine. 
They 
were removed in an ambulance to the 
Vernon hospital. 
“ Engineer James, though suffering 
from burns from head to foot, man­ 
aged to tell a brief story of what hap­ 
pened. 
He said they were running at 
a speed of about thirty-five I lies an 
hour. 
“ ‘The sw itch was left open,’ said 
the engineer. 
‘I saw it and slapped 
on the air, but it did no good. 
It 
was too late. 
We did not have time 
to get off the engine. 
It was all done 
in two seconds.* 
* 
“ Engineer .Tames is a former resi­ 
dent of Nevada, but of late years has 
made his home in Sedalia, w.iere his 
family resides. 
He is well and favor­ 
ably known here. 
While James lay 
upon his cot in the hospital he did 
not forget the sufferings of his fire­ 
man, 
whispering 
often: 
‘My poor 
fireman.’ 
The knowledge of the fire­ 
m an’s death, which occurred 
on

couch a few feet away, was kept from 
him.”

St. Louis, Mo., August 19.—Ttepre- 
r.entatives of the engineers and fire­ 
men will today in Chicago attend a 
jr int conference between representa­ 
tives of fifty-two 
railroads 
west of 
Ft. Louis and Chicago, the first ses­ 
sion of the kind ever held. 
At the last annual conventions et 
the two orders it was 
voted to co­ 
rporate on questions of mutual ad­ 
vantage, ani. for the first time, the 
two orders will get together and dis­ 
cuss grievances of various kinds and 
endeavor to secure from the Gener­ 
al 
Managers* 
association 
improve­ 
ment in working conditions. 
There will be no demand for morn 
pay, as both orders appear to recog­ 
nize the claim made by the railroads 
that no more increases ran he given 
until the roads 
can 
advance 
their 
freight rates. 
The engine men claim that there 
°re 
many 
minor 
grievances 
that 
should be remedied. They want ex­ 
tra pay when a road crew' is called 
on to do extra switching along 
th* 
road, or when called for a train and 
they are compelled 
to wait several 
hours at terminals until refrigerator 
cars are iced or other delay ensues. 
The two orders will also vote on a 
proposition to ask the conductors and 
trainmen to federate, forming 
an or­ 
ganization lo take in the entire force 
of engineers, firemen, conductors and 
brakemen of the United States.

1st. 
There is an over production 
of whiskey in the country. The bond­ 
ed warehouses are full of it. 
A year 
ago there was stored in 
these ware­ 
houses 263,785,831 gallons of liquor, 
an increase of 14Vt millions over the 
previous year. 
If every distillery in 
the country would close today there 
would be enough whiskey in stock 
to meet the demands of the trade for 
more than two years. 
Under the law 
this liquor can remain in bond only 
eight years, then it must be removed 
and the government tax is then paid.
